The  debate  on  the  first  night  was  languid,  but  the  second  and 
third  were  brilliant  victories  of  truth,  and  if  was  admirable  to  see 
the  clouds  of  misrepresentation  rolled  away,  and  the  broad  lights 
thrown  on  the  sublet  in  the  speeches  of  Mr  8heil,  Mr  Henry  BuU 
wer,  Mr  Ward,  Mr  C.  Villien,  Mr  Otway  Cave,  Lord  Palmerston, 
asd  Lord  John  Russell.  For  the  first  full  and  striking  es^oskion 
of  the  trurehameter  and  bearings  of  the  question  we  are  indebted 
to  Mr  Henr^  Bulwer.  He  commenced  his  speech  in  this  just  and 
i^ted  fttmin — 

*  Mr  Hmry  Lyttoa  Bulwwr  aaid  he  had  to  compliroent  the  honourable  and 
kftfBftd  gflDtleaian  who  had  jost  sat  down  on  the  opportunity  which  he  had  at 
last  fos^  of  oelehrating  his  countrymen’s  defsat.

The  cruelty  of  the  tender  mercies  of  the  wicked  was  never  more 
strikingly  displayed  than  in  the  pleas  of  the  Tories  in  this  debate. 
Tales,  which  have  been  since  proved  groundless,  were  told  of 
exhortations  to  the  British  troops  to  give  no  quarter,  and  of  the 
pitiless  massacre  of  defeated  Oirlists ;  but  not  a  word  was  said  of 
the  fiendish  Durango  ilecree,  and  the  murders  in  cold  blood  uader 
it.  The  Tories  saw  all  the  horrors  of  the  alleged  retaliation,  but 
they  kept  quite  out  of  view  the  atrocious  barbarities  which  might 
have  awakened  the  obsolete  red  letter  of  the  /ejf  talionk.  It  waa 
afterwards  proved,  however,  by  the  just  and  generous  evidence  of 
Colonel  8huw,  that,  much  as  retaliation  might  have  been  excused 
uader  such  atrocious  provocation,  it  was  not  countenanced  or  prac¬ 
tised.  Wlule  tbe  'Toriea  were  in  the  melting  mood,  and  horrified 
at  the  scenes  they  had  conjured  up  of  ruthless  military  execution, 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  they  were  not  reminded  of  an  instance 
which  was  a  great  favourite  with  them  when  the  Duke  of  Welling¬ 
ton  was  in  disgrace  during  the  passing  of  the  Catholic  Relief  Bill 
— we  mean  the  case  of  the  3,000  Mahrattas  whom  the  gallant  Sir 
Arthur  Wellesley  d^ve  into  a  river,  over  whose  fate  the  Sla/ulard 
shed  so  many  tears,  and  vented  so  much  virtuous  indignation. 

Mr  Shell  observed  eloquently  upon  the  short-sighted  compassion 
of  the  Tories— 


**  They  profess  horror  at  the  atrocities  of  Don  Carlos,  and  deprecata  bk 
triumph;  Mt  you  that  cheer  roe  disclose  your  hearts,  and  exhibit  the  wiehee 
by  which  your  political  conduct  ia  determined.

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of  the  Auxiliary  Legion  and  ita  leader,  broke  down  upon  Mr 
Otway  Cave'f  well-timed  production  of  Col.  Shaw’s  evidence  »n,re- 
futation  of  Major  Richardson's  representations.  The  Opposition 
were  then  left  in  the  dirt  which  they  had  prepared  for  Gen.  Evans ; 
but,  notwithstanding  the  state  of  the  ground  of  attack.  Sir  Robert 
Peel  marched  on  doggedly  through  the  mir^  in  the  rear  of  the  rout. 
In  keying  himself  for  the  last,  he  kept  himself  for  the  last  disgrace. 
After  the  falseness  of  the  grounds  of  attack  had  been  proved  he 
continued  the  attack.  We  are  not  in  the  habit,  so  general,  of  com¬ 
plimenting  Sir  Henry  Hardinge;  we  see,  hear,  and  know  nothing 
of  him  deserving  of  compliment;  but  we  believe  that  we  do  him 
only  justice  in  stating  our  conviction  that,  with  the  knowledge^  of 
frets  elicited  in  the  past  debate,  he  would  not  have  made  the  motion  j 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  Foreign  Enlistment  Act.  But  let  it  be 
observed  that  Sir  Robert  Peel,  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  facts, 
and  consequently  of  the  rottenness  of  the  case  relied  on,  supported 
the  motion  after  the  alleged  grounds  for  it  had  been  cut  away,  bo 
much  for  the  morality  of  Joteph  Surface  after  the  screen  is  thrown 

down.  ,  ,  . 

The  vindication  of  General  Evans  is  now  complete,  and  even  the 
fool  abuse  of  the  vulgar  and  ruffianly  Timei  is,  for  the  present, 
stopped  by  the  refutation  of  its  calumnies.  An  honourable  an¬ 
tagonist,  Sir  John  Elley,  who,  having  gallantly  won  his  own  repu¬ 
tation,  knows  what  is  due  to  the  reputation  of  another,  volunteers 
this  handsome  testimony  as  to  the  conduct  and  character  of  General 
Evans : — 

« The  gsiUnt  Ceoersl  commanding  that  force  had  done  all  that  could  be 
done  umd^  the  eireumetanreo  of  the  caoe^  and  wtth  eueh  materiaU  at  he  had  ; 
and  kt  dtjied  anu  eiaa  tm  the  tame  diuation  at  General  Evant  to  have  done 
more  than  he  had  done.  He  deeply  lamented  the  situation  in  irhicli  that  gal¬ 
lant  ofi<  er  had  been  placed  for  his  own  sake,  but  what  had  taken  place  had 
not  in  the  tliahtett  drerre  tamithed  the  glory  of  hit  armt^  because  he  never 
conld  or  shonra  ounaii^r  the  Legion  in  a  state  of,  discipline,  or  as  au  efficient 
force  for  military  porposea.** 

The  motion  of  the  Tories  having  for  its  object  the  overthrow  of 
the  Administration  at  home,  and  that  of  the  existing  Governments 
of  Spain  and  Portugal,  and  the  restorations  of  Sir  Robert  Peel, 
Don  Miguel,  and  Durango  Carlos,  has  been  happily  defeated  by  a 
majority  of  36  in  the  Peel  Parliament ;  but  glad  as  we  are  of  this 
result,  we  hope  that  it  will  not  be  interpreted  as  an  approval  as 
much  of  the  method  and  measure  of  the  assistance,  us  of  the  policy 
of  the  assistance,  rendered  to  the  Spanish  Government.  The  pre¬ 
sent  scale  of  co-operation  appears  to  us  inadequate,  and  if,  as  Lord 
Palmerston  says,  the  success  of  Sir  H.  liurdinge’s.  motion  against 
the  suspension  of  the  Foreign  Enlistment  Act  would  have  torn  the 
Quadruple  treaty  to  pieces,  the  continuance  of  an  insufficient  aux¬ 
iliary  force,  or  the  disbanding  uf  it  will  have  pretty  much  the 
tame  eftect  of  plucking  the  heart  out  of  the  alliance.  Either  France 
mutt  perform  her  part,  or  if,  notwithstanding  the  default  of  the 
ettixen  King,  England  faithfully  adheres  to  her  engagements,  she 
must  do  to  on  an  extended  scale,  and  make  up  in  immediate  effect 
for  the  use  of  sufficient  meant  for  the  object.  **  The  glast  is  filled 
tod  we  must  drink  it.” 

As  a  general  rule,  we  hold  that  the  less  England  interferes  in  the 
affairs  of  her  neighbours  the  better ;  but  in  this  case  of  8paiu  there 
was  sure  to  be  interference  on  the  one  side  or  the  other,  and  the 
(quarrel  with  the  Government  is  for  its  interference  on  the  Juster 
aide.  Mr  C.  Villiers  well  ohservetHn  his  admirably  argued  speech, 
how  much  more  abuse  would  have  been  heaped  upon  the  (roveni- 
meat  if  it  bad  decided  otherwisa  than  it  has  done  ! 

Averse  as  we  are  from  iuterference,  we  cannot  concur  with  Mr 
Roebuck  in  the  extent  to  which  he  would  carry  the  doctrine  of 
non-iotcrfereiice, , and  when  our  neighbour’s  house  is  on  fire  we 
think  it  wiaer  to  assist  in  putting  it  out  than  to  rest  with  folded 
hands,  saying,  **  This  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  business  of  the 
**  shop,  and  we  are  therefore  not  called  upon  to  interfere  to  extin- 
**  guish  the  flames.” 

(>ur  iaterferences  with  other  nations  have  been  generally  unjust 
and  impolitic,  but  it  is  hardly  possible  to  deny  that  circumstances 
may  warrant  interference,  and  render  it  a  matter  of  prudence ;  but 
the  occasions  should  always  be  jealously  watched,  and  the  balance 
of  dangers  cautiously  weighed.

This  is  the  speech  of  a  high-minded  statesman,  intrepid  in 
scious  rectitude.  There  is  nothing  like  defiance  in  it,  or  paradp^ 
any  kind — it  is  merely  the  plain  unstrained  expression  of  lofty 
roent  and  lofty  purpose,  without  a  thought  of  effect,  and 
could  be  more  dignified,  more  majestic.  It  has  made  a  profou^S 
impression,  and  will  raise  the  best  spirit  of  the  country.  ^  ^ 

In  contination  Lord  Melbourne  thus  glanced  at  the  late  mi  i 
advertisement  of  Sir  Robert  Peel — 

“  My  Lords,  me  all  know  thiU  in  every  cotintry,  both  at  home  and  abroad^ 
in  every  part  of  the  world--^ifficalties  and  cm^rrassraentii  will 
occur  which  nobody  can  specifically  account  for,  or  point  out  the  thse 
they  may  or  may  not  occur.  We  all  know  this ;  but,  my  Lords,  I  will  **** 
argue  in  tkat  lowering  and  degrading  language  which  has  been  admitlrdh 
discussion  elsewhere  as  to  the  general  state  and  prospects  of  their  coaatrv  I 
hold  it  in  the  highest  degree  unwise,  iinplitic,  and,  not  to  use  a  harsh  w  la! 
psrliameDtary  ex|)res8ion,  1  do  consider  it  to  be  a  labour  if  an 
creeping  characterj  and  if  for  the  purposes  of  political  advantage  quite  unutti. 
fiabie,  to  circulate  and  propound  such  notions.  My  Lords,  1  can  only  uv' 
couclusiou,  that  1  see  nothing  in  the  ttate  of  the  affairt  if  thit  country,  eithr 
at  home  or  abroady  to  induce  any  minitter  to  withdraw  from  office,  or  to  deter 
any  one  who  was  not  in  office  to  hesitate  to  accept  it,  if  in  other  respects  kc 
deemed  it  advisable  to  do  so.”  ' 

Sir  Robert  Peel  proceeds  upon  the  plan  of  quacks  who  fri<»hten 
patients  into  their  hands  by  the  grossest  exaggeration  of  thefr  dis¬ 
eases.  **  I  sincerely  tell  the  gentleman  he  is  a  dying  man,”  layi 
Foot’s  type  of  charlatans,  “that  is,  he  will  be  dead  presently  if  it 
“  were  not  my  duty  to  help  him,  for  I  have  the  only  remedy  for  this 
“  complication  of  disorders.”  How  like  is  one  quack  and  one 
quackery  to  another !  What  a  Morison  would  Sir  Robert  Peel 
have  made,  and  what  a  Sir  Robert  Peel  would  Morison  have  made! 

The  stupid  attempt  to  attach  disgrace  to  the  Auxiliary  Legion 
under  the  description  of  mercenaries,  was  thus  disposed  of  by  Lord 
Melbourne — 

**  Why  my  noble  friend  was  pleased  to  distinguish  the  latter  by  the  title  of 
mercenaries,  I  am  at  a  lorn  to  imagine.  Why,  my  Lords,  all  soldiers  sreaer. 
cenaries.  I  say  yes— mercenaries  they  are — they  are  p^  for  their  servicr, 
they  fight  for  pay,  and  therefore  they  are  mercenaries.” 

And  Lord  Holland  (who,  though  suffering  in  health,  would 
not  spare  himself  when  an  uphill  buttle  was  to  be  fought  agsiiat 
prejudice  and  faction)  afterwards  referred  to  the  brilliaat  parsiltU 
in  our  history  to  the  present  case  of  the  Auxiliary  Legion,  amongst 
which  parallels  the  most  eminent  is  that  of  Marlborough,  who 
learnt  the  art  of  war  in  the  situation  of  a  mercenary. 

With  the  usual  injustice  of  the  world,  the  soldier,  whose  motire 
for  serving  is  his  small  pay,  is  despised  as  a  mercenary,  while 
those  whose  avowed  motive  for  serving  in  a  very  opporiie  profes¬ 
sion  is  the  hope  of  very  high  pay,  escape  the  opprobrious  descrip¬ 
tion.  We  are  told  that,  if  it  were  not  for  the  great  prizes  ia  the 
Church,  competent  |>ersons  would  not  enter  the  service  of  religion; 
and  in  what  respect  does 'the  Archbishop  of  Canterburv,  whose 
motive  to  his  vocation  has  been  the  realised  desire  of  R)/.  a  day, 
differ  from  the  soldier  who  does  hia  duty  for  the  love  of  sixpence 
a  day.  The  soldier  may  say  that  he  likes  his  military  life,  has  a  pride  in 
the  red  coat,  and  some  vague  notions  of  glory ;  but  the  Bishop  does 
not  profess  any  taste  for  the  pastoral  life,  any  pride  in  the  cloth, 
or  satisfaction  in  the  mission  of  peace,— ’he  makes  no  account  of 
these  things — he  does  not  admit  that  they  enter  into  his  motives— 
he  says  the  one  thing  needful,  the  grand  essential,  the  all-in- 
all,  is  the  temptioii  of  the  rich  prizes,  and  that  all  other 
considerations  are  as  dust  in  the  balance.  Talk  to  him  of  the 
respect  of  the  cloth,  and  he  will  answer  that  it  all  depends 
upon  its  being  lined  with  cloth  of  gold ;  talk  to  him  of  the  fnissioa 
of  pointing  the  way  to  heaven,  and  he  will  reply  that  the  rich  prixcs 
must  lie  in  the  path,,  or  none  of  his  class  would  walk  in  it. 
these  men  do  not  lie  under  the  opprobrium  of  mercenaries. 


We  deeply  regret  the  defeat  of  Mr  Leader’s  motion  for  a  delsy 
of  the  extreme  measures  proposed  against  Lower  Canada.

for  m  decent  nrtt  floor  for  one  week,  which  professes  by  a  fery  slow  lijTOwth 
up  to,  we  belieTc,  about  six  or  seven  pounds,  according  to  the  lenjfih  of  time 
he  has  been  in  the  choir.  But,  in  oruer  to  secure  the  services  of  elijfible  per* 
sons,  the  salaries  are  increased  by  what  is  termed  tomS  moue^y  or  money  taken 
for  showing  the  different  parts  ot  the  church.  Up  to  the  year  1826,  the  minor 
canons  and  ^ntlemen  of  the  choir  were  in  the  habit  of  dividin^c  the  tomb 
money  equally  aiDon|i^  themselves ;  but  in  consequence  of  some  misnnderstand- 
injc,  the  matter  was  brought  before  the  House  of  Commons,  and  suhsequently 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  have  taken  the  tomb  nsoney  into  their  own  Imnds,  and 
{^araotee  the  (i^ntiemen  of  the  choir  and  minor  canons  each  the  sum  of  seventy 
pounds  annually.** 

The  Deap  and  Chapter  have  thus  contrived,  in  contravention  of 
the  will  of  the  founders,  to  pocket  the  share  of  the 
revenues  equitably  belonging  to  the  clioir,  and  to  quarter  the 
singers  on  the  public  by  the  tax  on  the  view  of  the  national  monu¬ 
ments.  So  it  is  that  the  Church  leaves  the  laity  **  to  pay  its  piper.**" 
This  is  indeed  the  usual  method  of  Church  Robbery,  and  a  likeness 
in  miniature  of  the  origin  of  Church  Hates.  The  most  faithless  of 
stewards  appropriate  to  their  own  use  funds  which  should  have 
another  destination,  and  then  coolly  fix  the  chargo  thus  left  unpro<- 
vided  for  on  the  public. 

The  effect  of  the  pillage  of  the  choir  is  of  course  to  be  noted  ill 
the  w  retchedly  imperfect  performance  of  tlie  musical  service.  The 
supply  of  voice  derived  from  the  monumental  exhibition  is  not  ade¬ 
quate,  and  there  is  a  dismal  correspondence  between  the  tomb¬ 
stones  and  tomb-tones  of  the  choir. 

Ill  St  Paul*8  the  vicars  choral  have  been  reduced  from  a  nume¬ 
rous  body  to  G,  and  though  the  value  of  the  pro[lerty  has  so  in¬ 
creased  that  the  Dean*s  income  is  j,000/.,  and  the  l*anoii  residen¬ 
tiary  pockets  the  minor  Canons  have  a  petty  stiptmd  of  32/., 

the  vicars  choral  only  21/  out  of  the  Cathedral  revenues,  and  for 
the  remainder  of  their  small  salaries  they  are  quartered  on  the  cu¬ 
pola  !  supported  out  of  the  tax  ou  the  country  folks  and  others 
whose  curiosity  mounts  to  the  top  of  St  Paul’s.  We  quote  the 
table  from  the  Musicitl  fVorld — it  is  such  a  table  as  the  heads  of 
the  Clergy  always  spread  before  us,  with  superabundance  for  tlTeir 
own  share,  and  starvation  for  their  poor  brethren.  In  this  instance, 
as  in  4hat  of  St  Paul*s,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  have  helped  them¬ 
selves  to  the  lion’s  portion  of  .the  good  things,  and  quartered  upon 
the  |>ublic  those  servants  of  the  Cathedral  whose  eijuitable  share 
of  the  increased  revenues  they  have  misappropriated.

Who  can  wonder  at  the  state  of  church  music  in  the  metropolitan  Cathedral 
of  St  Paul  ? 

As  the  insect  takes  the  colour  of  the  leaf  on  which  it  feeds,  so 
it  is  but  natural  that  the  choir,  supported  by  the  bail,  sliould  bawl, 
to  the  great  grief  and  scandal  of  musical  ears.  In  pitciiiiig  their 
means  of  subsistence  so  high,  the  Chapter  doubtless  aimed  at 
raising  the  voices  of  the  choir  correspondingly,  and  making  tiie 
stairs  of  the  Cathedral  their  scale.  The  cupola  is  to  be  regarded 
as  their  high  note,  and  at  once  their  ininuin  and  their  ininitn. 

We  trust  that  Mr  Canon  Bowles  (we  beg  that  the  name  may  no6 
be  misprinted,  as  we  have  seen  it  Mr  Cannon  Halls),  who  dis¬ 
covered  that  the  great  end  and  object  of  the  Bishop  of  London’s 
machinations  is  to  silence  the  choirs,  and  suppress  the  songs  of 
Sion,  will  make  his  reclamations  against  the  Church  robbery  of 
the  endowments  for  the  musical  service,  and  insist  on  restitution. 
Let  it  be  caleulated  how  many  ehoirs,  how  many  siiiging-men  and 
singing-boys  have  been  swallowed  by  the  Deans  of  8t  Paul  and 
Westminster,  without  in  any  degree  giving  sweetness  to  their 
voices.  The  only  music  they  love  and  shine  in  is  the  chink  of 
the  gold. 

We  have  experience  of  the  musical  effects  of  quartering  tlie 
choir  on  the  ball  of  St  Paul’s  for  n  subsistence,  and  we  siiouid 
very  much  like  to  try  the  experiment  of  making  the  step  above  it, 
the  cross,  the  estate  of  the  Dean,  and  thus  seeing  for  once  a  Chris¬ 
tian  Prelate  live  by  the  cross,  but  a  golden  cross  it  must  be. 

LAW  OF  CHURCH  RATES. 

In  a  letter  addressed  to  Lord  Stanley  (published  by  Ridgway) 
the  Attorney-Gencral  gives  a  plain  and  perspicuous  statement  of 
the  law  as  to  Church  lUtes.  '  The  first  important  error  which  he 
corrects  is  the  notion  that  Church  Rates  are  a  tax  on  the  land, 
which  he  shows  to  be  e  false  supposition ;  he  next  proves  by  a 
number  of  cases  that  the  courts  will  not  grant  a  mandamus  to  com¬ 
pel  the  making  of  a  rate,  and  the  rule  is  very  strikingly  proved  in 
the  distinction  taken  by  Lord  Tenterden  in  granting  a  inundamus 
under  special  circumstances  coming  under  the  provisions  of  tL 
C’hurch  Building  Act  of  George  Ifl.  Finalipr,  he  demonstrates 
that  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  has  not  authority  (as  if  commonly 
believed)  to  compel  the  making  of  a  rate  in  the  event  of  the  refusal 
of  a  rate,  instead  of  the  postponement,  which  is  the  usual  mode  of 
evasion. 

We  recommend  this  pamphlet  to  the  attention  of  all  who  wpql^* 
tboroughlj^  understand  the  question  in  all  its  bearings.  8o  cieflk 
an  exposition  of  law  we  huave  seldom  seen,  and  the  rsasoniog  iaei 
direct  and  eegent,  and,  wiihal,  pithy.

Having  adverted  with  feelings  with  which  all  will  sympathise 
to  the  natural  attachment  to  the  venerable  churches  which  give 
such  interest  to  our  rural  scenes,  Mr  Elliot  proceeds  as  follows — 
•*  1  shoald  ba  rnrpriaad,  indeed,  if  yoo  did  not  offer  sturdy  resistance  to 
any  pvoiact,  the  effect  of  which  might  ba  to  let  these  holy  and  beautiful  edU 
ftcas  go  to  decay.  But  where  do  you  meet  with  anu  $uch  design  of  cutting 
aU  funds  for  keefing  your  Churches  in  repair  $  Yon  tell  roe  you  so  find 
tt  charged  against  the  Government  plan,  by  men  cf  high  rank  and  station, 
mi  a  tmge  meeting  held  in  London  ;  by  members  also  tf  both  Houses,  in  their 
places  in  Parliament;  in  many  newarapera;  and  in  some  petitions  which

high  degree;  and  they  are  likeU 
--  our  present  knowledge  if 

We  propose  to  give  extracts  from  them  in  our  iniscellaneoui 
columns,  from  time  to  time ;  and  shall  only  ut  present  take  the 
following  account  of  a  race  of  cannibals  recently  discovered  within 
a  hundred  and  fifty  miles  of  Calcutta,  and  which  may  pair  off  we 
think,  with  the  famous  professors  of  Thuggee,  about  whom,  by’ the 
bye.  Dr  Spry  furnishes  some  curious  additional  details : _ 

“  The  Kookees,  as  these  bmtal  wretches  are  called,  have,  according  to  the 
account  affiirded  me  by  Major  Gairdner,  protuberant  bellies:  they  are  low  b 
stature,  with  set  features,  and  muscular  limbs.  They  speak  a  dialect  pecolbr 
to  themselres,  and  build  their  villages  on  the  bouglis  of  the  fbresttrees. 
They  do  not  appear  to  have  any  settled  abiding  place,  but  wander  in  herds 
from  one  wildemeaa  to  another.  When  a  site  favourable  to  their  purpose  hes 
been  found,  the  whole  community  immediately  set  to  work  to  collect  Emboos 
and  hranches  of  trees,  which  are  afterwards  fashioned  into  pUtfurms,  and 
placed  acroes  the  lofty  boughs  of  the  different  trees.  On  this  Ibuodsiioo  the 
rude  grass  superstructure  is  raised  which  forms  the  hut.  When  these  sbedi 
are  completen,  and  erery  family  provided  with  a  habitation,  the  women  end 
children  are  taken  into  their  aerial  abodes.  The  men  then  lop  off  all  the 
branches  within  reach  of  the  ground,  and  having  constructed  for  throuelvee 
a  rough  ladder  of  bambooe,  they  ascend  the  trees  by  means  of  this  rude  stair¬ 
case,  drawing  it  up  after  them  to  prevent  the  intrusion  of  strangers,  and  a 
necessary  precaution  against  the  encroachments  of  their  four-footed  coaipa. 
nioDS  of  the  forest.  In  this  manner  they  repose,  floating  in  the  branches,  asd 
cradled  by  the  wind,  partaking  more  of  the  savage  ferocity  of  brutes  than  the 
milder  charities  of  roan.**  •  •  •  • 

**  They  openly  boast  of  their  feats  of  cannibalism,  showing,  with  the 
strongest  expressions  of  satisfaction,  the  bones  and  residue  of  their  fellow, 
creatures  woo  have  fallen  a  prey  to  their  horrible  appetites.  So  intent  are 
they  in  their  search  after  human  flesh,  that  the  superintendent  was  alwiyi 
obliged  to  send  out  the  men  employed  in  hunting  the  elephants  armed  with 
muskets,  and  not  fewer  than  parties  of  ten.  One  poor  man  they  unfortunately 
caught  while  off  his  guard,  and  devoured  him  almost  before  his  life  blood  hsd 
congealed  in  his  veins.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  subdue  and  civilize  them 
people,  and  one  of  their  head  men  was  won  over,  and  employed  by  Maior 
Gardiner  at  the  elephant  depot,  but  he  could  not  be  induced  to  relinquish  bis 
old  habits.  In  a  snort  time  he  was  detected  in  the  commission  of  a  murder, 
and  was  executed  by  the  civil  authorities  of  Chittagong.*  When  the  tidings 
of  this  roan's  fate  reached  the  ears  of  his  former- associates,  they  beesm* 
greatly  iDcense<l,  and  for  a  long  time  afterwards  exerted  themselves,  bsppily 
in  vain,  to  obtain  posaensioo  of  the  person  of  the  auperintendeat,  who  liad 
frequently  occasion  to  cross  their  path  in  the  execution  of  his  duty.” 

We  should  like  to  know  what  Lord  Monboddo  would  have  taid 
to  these  cannibal-men-monkeys. 

Cotmo  de*  Medici.  An  Historical  Tragedy.  By  R.  H.  Horne. 

Templeman. 

This  tragedy  is  not,  as  it  seems  to  us,  dramatically  written;  but 
it  has  passages  of  great  power,  and,  notwithstanding  many  of  the 
faults  of  a  young  ambition,  is  altogether  too  striking  to  be  laid 
carelessly  aside. 

Mr  Horne  thinks  himself  justified  in  considering  his  hero  **  aman 
of  commanding  intellect  and  natural  nobility;**  and,  in  support  of 
this  opinion,  cites  some  historians  contemporary  with  the  Medici. 
Recalling  our  own  strong  impression  of  the  character  of  this 
Cosmo,  and  the  source  we  derived  it  from,  we  are  scarcely  inclin^ 
to  defer  to  the  opposite  authority.  Lord  Orrcry*s  letters  conlsia 
some  curious  information  on  the  point,  which  we  could  wish  Mr 
Horne  to  have  seen.  It  may  be  said,  however,  setting  aside  the 
respective  historical  authorities,  that  it  is  emphatically  the  province 
of  the  dramatic  poet  to  idealixe  so  fearful  a  story  as  that  of  Cei^ 
and  his  sons.  This  we  more  than  question.  If  the  author  of  this 
tragedy  had  taken  the  more  obvious  and  simple  view  of  the  cM* 
racier  of  Cotmo,  and  presented  him  in  ail  his  terrific  and  fieniWike 
cruelty,  a  Cenci  without  imagination, -—the  result  would  have  better 
answered  to  the  highest  purposes  of  tragedy.  We  accept  the  etc 
tastrophe  as  it  now  stands— the  death  ol  Garcia  by  the  band  ^ 
father — with  a  cold  abhorrence.  Neither  pity  nor  terror  is  excited. 
Much  reflection  is  indulged,  and  many  very  strikiog  and  subtle 
thoughts  are  urged  ;  but  no  niceties  of  this  description — no  »«*•' 
physical  abstractions  of  any  kind— will  justify  the  broad  and  literal 
exhibition  upon  the  stage  of  a  subversion  of  the  first  lawn  of 
lure  and  biimlinitv.  Let  the  exhibitiou  he  made,  hut  never  w 
such  a  form  as  shall  tend  to  check  those  terrible  emotions  by  wbirii 
alone  the  mind  can  be  purged  from  the  nakedness  of  the  horror* 
The  tragedy  of  Cotmo  de*  Medici,  as  it  aunds  at  present,  hn*  ^ 
finitely  less  of  the  careless  grandeur  of  passionate  auflering  than  ol 
the  ingenious  casuistry  of  intellect  and  will. 

The  first  passage  we  shall  quote  is,  we  think,  the  dmo^^*

The  sentence  of  the  Csnon  Residentisry  seemv  to  be  passed  irrevo- 
eably.  He  is  resblved  then,  to  abolish  the  order  of  Bisliops  !  I  sm  sorry 
for  It ;  there  is  no  sect  I  would  so  willingly  see  dominant  as  the  Church 
of  England  ;  and  I  love  her  cethedrals  in  particular:  such  architecture  ! 
such  music  I  such  solitude  !  Beside,  1  would  much  rather  see  good  easy, 
happy.  Churchmen,  than  restless,  sour,  inquisitorial  schismatics.  Why, 
Mr  Canon  Residentiary,  expose  to  obloquy  and  abolition  the  successors 
of  the  apostles,  by  declaring  they  must  and  shall  be  rich  ?  Jesus  Christ 
has  said  they  must  not  and  shall  not.  Until  Parliament  revoke  his  ordi- 
nances  we  must  obey  them,  even  though  our  two  Universities  should 
forbid  it  in  Coovocation.  It  Is,  indeed,  our  duty  to  make  every  Bishop 
give  an  aeoount  of  what  he  lias  received  from  his  Bishopric,  and  how  he 
has  employed  it.  They  have  hitherto  held  them  on  the  same  tenure  as 
their  Popish  predecessors.  These  had  heavy  charges  laid  upon  them  ; 
and  the  very  rtehesi  oould  leave  little  or  nothing  to  his  family  :.^urs  leave 
priacipaliiiM  I  am  aware  that  such  practiocs  are  defended  by  cle  /er 
men  ;  but  they  are  shown  to  be  uoiensbie  by  others  who  are  more  t  lan 
clever.  There  are  many  truths  in  Burke,  both  speculative  and  practical, 
and  he  oAen  makes  us  sat  a  great  eatent  of  country  through  a  narrow 
ertviee;  yet  no  writer  of  equal  clevemese  is  oftener  inconsiderate  and 
rash.  He  says,  **  Our  provident  constitution  has  taken  cue  that  those 
who  are  to  inttrwei  pre$nmpluo»u  ignorance,  those  who  are  to  be  e>nwr$ 
ooer  imeohmi  vies,  should  neither  incur  their  contempt  nor  live  upon  their 
alms.** 

Our  oonstitutton  naed  lake  no  trouble  of  the  kind.  In  regard  to  prc. 
twmptwams  igmorames,  if  instructed  it  ceases  to  exist  as  ignorsnee;  there 
would  ba  no  presumption,  no  contempt.  In  regard  to  insolent  vies,  it 
earce  as  little  who  is  the  censor  as  who  gives  the  alms.  AU  this  cunfu- 
akm  comes  from  writing  with  a  passion,  which  is  not  always  the  same  as 
writing  in  earnest.  For  esr neatness  makes  men  close  ressoners— passion.

We  have  said  that  all  the  persons  in  this  tragedy  are  given  too 
much  to  reflection,  where  passion  would  express  them  better. 
Gfrcia,  in  the  bewildered  horror  of  having  slain  his  brother,  mi* 
outely  deduces  the  fact  of  Giovanni's  death  from  certain  elaborate 
signs  of  mortality  (p.  41);  and  the  following  passage  from  one  of 
his  soliloquies,  though  fiue  in  itself,  partakes  of  the  same  fault  in  a 
less  degree : — 

He  is  no  slave  of  circumstance,  whose  will 
Is  constant  to  his  heart ;  yet  must  we  oft 
Act  as  if  slaves — however  free  within — 

Resolv’d  on  future  franchise.  Thus,  am  1, 

A  Prince  of  Florence,  with  a  Pirate  link’d 
For  burial  of  the  dead ;  and  on  his  mercy, 

His  interest,  humour,  treachery,  or  faith. 

Hangs  roy  dread  secret  Would  I  had  told  it  all ! 

Now  ’tis  too  late — 1  should  not  be  believ’d. 

Our  known  unfriendliness  from  infanc}^, 

Would,  with  its  steady  and  progressive  march. 

Crush  down  my  oaths  in  all  their  high  array. 

How  would  roy  father  fix  his  eye  on  me — 

My  tender  mother  turn  aside,  and  fall ! 

They  shall  not  know  it ;  so  will  blinded  grief.

The  comic  scenes  of  the  tragedy  are  very  bad  indeed.  The  only 
one  that  has  pretension  to  the  slightest  merit  (act  I,  scene  111,) 
suggests  a  very  disadvantageous  comparison  with  the  bailiff-sceue 
in  the  exquisite  comedy  of  The  Goodnalured  Man, 

A  notice  of  Mr  Ainsworth’s  Crichton  appeared  in  this  journal 
some  time  before  the  romance  itself  was  published,  though  we  were 
distinctly  given  to  understand  that  the  publication  would  take  place 
the  week  next  after  the  appearance  of  the  notice.  We  had  then 
before  us  (he  first  and  second  volumes  complete;  upwards  of  half 
the  third  volume  in  detached  sheets ;  and  a  minute  detail  of  each 
scene  and  incident  to  the  final  catastrophe,  as  the  authof  had  then 
constructed  it.  Wd^much  regret  the  partial  reconstruction  of  the 
story  which  afterwards  took  place,  and  led,  as  we  are  now  told,  to 
the  delay  of  publication, — since  our  praise  of  the  treatment  of  a 
certain  portion  of  the  romance,  as  k  then  stood,  does  certainly  not 
apply  to  it  in  its  present  state. 


*  KING  8  THEATRS.  .  ,  . 

La  Gazza  Ladra,  nearly,  if  not  quite,  the  best  of  Rossini's  opsras,  has 
at  length  been  produced,  with  a  complete  cast,  at  tbit  house.  Last 
season  we  had  Lablache,  Tamburini,  Rubiui,  and  Grisi;  but  the  general 
effect  of  the  opera  was  ruined  by  the  part  of  JPippo,  written  for  a  eon- 
tr’alto  voice,  being  entrusted  to  a  bass.  Pippo  is  a  charming  part,  and 
has  never  on  our  stage  had  an  appropriate  representative  since  Vestrie 
enacted  it— Camporese,  we  think,  being  the  Ninstia,  The  hdtise  eom* 
mitted  by  the  management  in  giving  thia  part  to  a  man,  and  that  man 
being  troubled  with  a  bast  voice,  is  one  of  those  things  which,  inverting 
the  harmony  as  it  dues,  and  ruining  the  music,  oould  only  be  endured  by 
an  English  public. 

Grisi  took  the  part  of  Hinetta ;  her  glorious  soprano  voice  and  facility 
of  execution  are  in  full  force ;  but  we  have  heard  her  with  more  pleasure. 
The  Di  piacer  was  given  evidently  with  too  much  study.  A  decided 
attempt  at  new  reading  in  every  part  was  remarkable,  and  the  conse¬ 
quent  mistake  of  dragging  in  a  cargo  of  embellishments  was  painfully 
apparent.  Why  should  this  be?  Rossini  rcouirts  very  little  ornament  | 
he  is  the  first  composer  who  wrote  cadenzas  for  his  singera,  instead  of 
leaving  them  ad  libitum  at  the  different  pauses ;  and  bia  divieions  in 
themselves  are  so  profuse,  that  an  attempt  to  embellish  them  is  adding 
honey  to  sugar.  Grisi  ean  afford  to  be  told  of  her  miatakee,  and  in  Jua- 
tice  to  her  we  roust  say  that  those  mistakes  arise  more  from  her  atidienoe, 
with  whom  she  is  now  pretty  well  acquainted,  than  with  herself.  Tbia 
was  very  apparent  in  the  beautiful  prayer  part  of  the  dead  mareh,  aa 
NintUa  is  condueted  to  exceution,  commencing  Dsh!  tu  reggi  in  tal 
moment o.  After  singing  this  lovely  movement  with  inoet  appropriate 
expression,  we  were  extremely  annoyed  at  an  enormouslv  long  shake 
being  introduced  et  the  conclusion,  for  which  the  text  furnisbts  no  pU*; 
in  short,  the  shake  upon  the  word  morfr,  soareely  defensible  in  any  posi¬ 
tion,  afforded  Madame  Grisi  in  this  particular  instance  no  epologpr  for 
such  an  intrusion,  unless  a  knowledge  of  her  audience,  end  e  desire  to 
please  them,  were  the  actuating  motive,  and  we  are  then  bound  to  admis 
the  perfect  suceeee  of  the  effort. 

Lablache  was  all  that  oould  ba  desired  in  the  Podesta,  ce  was  Tambu¬ 
rini  in  Fernando.  The  slow  roovement  of  tha  trio,  **  0  mans  bensfea," 
was  ae  usual  encored,  to  the  evident  enooyanee  of  the  singers.  It  la  a 
trio  so  eonneetad  with  iba  following  allegro  movement,  that  as  enaara  la 
positively  an  impertinent  interruption.  Tbe  reproeehes  of  Fsmemda  in 
that  movement  are  givci;  by  Tamburini  with  an  eflfeet  which  izea  itself 
on  tbe  memory ;  the  bitterneee  of  bit  eereeeni,  eddreieed  to  tbe  Podesta 
when  detected  assailing  the  virtue  of  his  daughter,  it  ee  perfect  aa  acting 
end  musie  combined  can  render  it.  Uoaggpaittro,  e  magieirato,  with  tha 
witheri og  look  of  murn  which  aeeompeniec  it*  %re  think  triumphant.

Tall 
aitd  awkward  in  her  morementa.  the  ought  imnnediately  to  uke  lettons 
of  aome  perton  uted  to  the  stage  on  the  art  of  standing  still,  for  such  an 
uncommon  pre-disposition  to  /ocomoftceacM,  to  use  a  Yankee  capr^ion, 
we  have  seldom  been  favoured  with.  Without  one  spark  of  nmee/Mhis 
young  lady  ambled  and  wheeled,  and  turned  aboot  andyamperf  Jna  Crow 
throughout  the  opera,  in  so  provoking  a  manner,  that  we  wished  her, 
at  Hanover,  but  safe  back  in  Hanover  square,  to  amuw  bis  Lordship  and 
those  who  may  admire  her.  How  can  we  blame  Grisi  for  not  singing 
with  bet  the  duet,  “  i?66ea  per  mia  numorta^** — which  omission  wuh  a 
tolerable  Piftpo  we  should  have  considered  monstrous,  seeing  that 
sini  has  made  one  of  the  suhjecu  of  that  duet  the  principal  subject  ot  his 

overture.  ,  j  u 

Of  Ivanoff  we  can  only  say  that  he  wm  stilT,  Inefficient,  and  cold,  w 
any  Russian  need  be  Id  exemplify  his  climate  his  apathy,^  during  t  e 
condemnation  and  subsequent  sorrowi  of  Ills  bride,  was  stoical  beyond 
endurance.  W^iy  is  this  breathing  automaton  to  be  tacked  on  to  the 
Grisi  party  ?  The  itnore  of  the  late  opera  buffa,  a  clever  actor,  sang,  to 
our  ihiiiklng,  in  Infinitely  better  style  than  this  Ivanoff.  By  no  means 
a  copyist  of  the  prevailing  French  fashion  of  using  the  falsetto  d  la 
Kubini,  be  possessed  a  fine  manly  tenor  voice,  and  used,  but  did  not 
abuse  it.  The  band  played  extremely  well  from  the  overture  to  the  finale. 

On  Tuesday  last  the  debut  of  Madame  Albertaxzi  took  place  in  Ros¬ 
sini’s  opera  Im  Onereniola,  Madame  Aibertazzi  has  a  voice  which,  in 
quality,  we  think  contr’alto,  and  in  this  we  are  confirmed  by  the  opera 
arlrcte<i  ft>r  her  debut,  it  licing  written  by  the  great’  Mantro  for  Madame 
Colbraiid,  a  cunir’alto,  whom  b^  subsequently  married.  The  music  of 
.  this  opera  is  fjr  the  most  part  known  to  the  British  public,  by  apiece 
called  Cinderella^  which  contained  ail  the  best  of  the  music  of  La  Ceneren- 
iolut  with  other  selections  from  Rossini  made  by  Kophino  Lacy,  and 
therefore  the  present  opera  ensbied  the  great  mass  of  the  audience,  by 
curoparisuii,  to  form  a  better  idea  of  Madame  Albertazzi’t  tncrits  than 
most  other  operas  would  have  allowed. 

Madame  Alberuzzi’svoice  isby  no  means  of  first-rate  quality,  nor  of  any 
gi  eat  power,  but  of  considerable  extent ;  it  has  a  soft  and  not  unpleaaant  reed- 
like(|Uality,  and  the  intonation  is  excellent.  She  sang  the  music  chastely, 
and  gaveevidenee  ofa  perfrot  school we  say  she  gave  evidence  of  a  perfect 
school,  being  unwilling  to  hazard  an  opinion  further  until  we  have  heard 
her  in  more  than  one  opera ;  having  often  witnessed  the  fact  of  a  vocalist 
being  so  got  up  (if  we  may  soespres#  ourselves)  in  one  opera,  that  alie  could 
produce  a  startling  effect  which  she  was  unable  to  impart  to  less  studied 
works  Madame  Aibertazzi  has  an  agreeable  countenance  and  passable 
figure.  'I'lie  first  piece  in  the  opera  which  enabled  her  to  shine  wak  the 
duct  with  the  Priuce,  and  there  her  voice  blended  with  that  of  Ivanoff 
exi..<iicly  well ;  her  acting  was  rather  tame,  but  not  ungraceful,  and 
this  we  must  add,  that  lesa  courtesy  and  more  coldness  we  never  taw 
bestowed  upon  any  young  debutante  by  her  Iwethren  in  the  profession, 
h  struck  us  forcibly,  and  formed  a  strong  contrast  with  the  obsequioua 
and  fawning  civility  which  Grisi  invariably  receives,  from  those  same 
ectors  on  those  same  boards.  Te  Grisi,  Madame  All>ertaaei  can  never 
be  a  rival ;  she  is  not  sufficiently  gifted  by  nature  ;  but  her  mode  of 
.  treating  the  music  of  La  Cenerentola  would  l>e  creditable  even  to  Madame 
Grisi  herself,  and  we  assert  this  even  at  the  risk  of  the  fair  debutante 
being  e  native  of  our  husky  island. 

'J'iie  fine  sestette  in  the  last  act,  enabled  Madame  Aibertazzi  to  dis¬ 
play  neat  and  real  execution,  and,  in  spite  of  Tamburini’s  very  strenuous 
efforts  in  the  actire  divisions  of  his  part,  she  maintained  her  ground  ed- 
rnirabh  ;  the  slow  movement  preceding  Non  piU  metia  was  encored,  and 
deservedly  ;  for  tliere  Madame  Albenozsi  displayed  superior  taste  end 
execution.  I’he  aria,  Nom  pih  mc«/a,  followed.  We  must  remark,  touch¬ 
ing  this  sreil  known  finale,  that  it  is  merely  a  melody  of  eight  bars 
varied,  and  most  singers  make  variations  which  cause  their  best  qualifi- 
cations  to  thioe  without  much  attention  to  the  original  variations  writ¬ 
ten  by  Rossini.  To  this  we  do  not  object,  bceeute  the  variations  of 
Rossini,  being  written  for  a  peculiar  voealist,  might  not  suit  singers  of  a 
different  compass  and  quality  of  voice;  one  thing,  however,  we  do  ex¬ 
pect,  end  that  Is,  the  original  eight  bars^wc  have  a  right  to  the  melody 
in  its  primitive  state.  Madame  Aibertazzi  gave  us  four  bars  only,  and 
then  commenced  with  her  osm  alterations;  this  we  consider  not  in  good 
taste ;  however,  the  made  emends  in  the  second  ry thm,  and  displayed  as 
neat  and  pretty  a  version  of  Non  ptit  meota  as  we  could  wish  to  hear,  to¬ 
tally  divested  of  that  shrieking  and  screaming  which  we  have  heard  on 
the  Knglish  stage,  and  hill  of  difficult  divisione,  executed  with  fidelity 
and  without  noise.  Madame  Albertazai  was  received  extremely  well, 
end  deserved  her  reception. 

The  Ihm  Magutjlco  of  Ijtblacbe  wee  very  humoroue,  end  his  first  song, 
**  The  Uresm,**  was  one  of  the  best  iasagined  pieces  of  acting  and  sing¬ 
ing  we  ever  beard,  putting  all  attempts  at  that  song  by  any  other  artuf 
£sr  In  lUe  beck-gronnd.  Tembwrini  waa  the  Dandimi,  The  dlffi  ult 
place  Comme  ua  mpe^  was  a  rich  iraaL  Ivanoff  sang  the  notes  faith- 
luUy,  and  looked  ae  a  Russian  porter  might  after  a  dozcu  blows  of  the 
Aaowl.  Tite  too  sbiere,  ancient  Madame  Castelli  and  Madame  Heaven, 
koowe-whora,  sang  ae  badly  as  any  two  ladies  need:  In  short,  they 
ruined  evary  piece  in  whiek  they  sang,  and  there  are  eeveral  which  re. 
quired  ibeir  aid.  Mubwa  Castelli  is  a  standing  dish  at  the  Italian 
Upem.  why,  we  eannot  al  all  understand.  The  band  at  this  theatre  is 
•xaeliani,  but  In  the  slow  movement  to  the  overture  the  trumpet  up 
14a  part  in  a  miaerablc  nay.  Excepting  in  ibia  particular,  it  was  played 
bcauiifWlly*

of  our  British  musical  horizon  affords  us  no  better  prospect.  Rv 
Mrs  W’illiam  Knyrelt,  who,  with  a  little  pretlv  voice,  sings  as  deniu'*^* 
as  you  please,  after  tbe  manner  of  the  old  Dowager  or  Great 
school,  and  may  delight,  for  aught  we  know  or  care,  old  lords  and  li^* 
of  the  ancient  concert.  Mrs  Biehop,  with  a  good  voice,  sings  everm*** 
sharp,  and  has  failed  to  catch  any  of  that  warmth  of  feeling  whS! 
marks  tbe  compositions  of  the  earlier  daya  of  her  very  clever  husbs^ 
Miss  Clara  Novello,  by  far  the  most  hop^l  of  this  clique^  i%  gifted  bv 
nature  with  an  excellent  voice,  but  is  even  more  freezing  than  M 
Bishop.  Then  there  are  Birches  snd  Brooms,  and  the  Lord  koo  ” 
whom,  longo  ordine  genUi,  from  Lord  Burgbersh*s  fiivourite  Acadei^ 
who  do  a  little,  in  a  very  little  way,  but  whose  feeble  efforts  oaly 
us  regret  the  glorious  voice  and  chaste  style  of  the  Stephens ;  the  swMt 
quality  and  beautiful  meihode  of  tbe  ^mon ;  without'  forgetting 
Wilson,  lost  to  us  by  the  marital  interference  of  Mr  T.  Welsh ;  aad  tU 
Love,  snatched  away,  from  aome  attributes  connected  with  her  name. 

In  these  our  bereavements  Mrs  Wood  shines  forth,  and  positively 
after  what  has  been  inflicted  upon  us  at  Drury  Lane  and  Covent  Garden 
w'e  feel  refreshed  by  hearing  her.  The  part  of  tbe  Maid  of  An>ji$ 
made  (we  trust  the  term  is  unexceptionable),  by  Mr  Belfe,  as  we  bive 
heretofore  sUted,  for  Madame  Malibran 'a  peculiarities;  and  the  same 
qualities  very  nearly  are  to.be  found  in  Mrs  Wood.  The  latter  is  not 
so  interesting  in  appearanc,  nor  is  she  so  graceful  as  Madame  Malibran* 
the  quality  of  her  voice  will  not  compare  with  that  of  the  late 
cantatrke  successfully ;  yet,  with  these  natural  disadvantages,  Mrs  Wood 
sustained  herself  gallantly,  snd  sang  extremely  well. 

Since  we  heard  Mrs  Wood  last,  it  appears  to  us  that  her  upper  notes 
have  declined  in  quality,  and  they  were  ever  the  most  defective  in  kcr 
voice ;  the  same  painful  mode  of  pumping  her  breath  still  exists,  snd  ve 
fear  is  exaggerated  ;  nevertheless,  she  has  manifold  beauties  which  sprisg 
from  real  genius,  and  compensate,  in  great  measure,  for  these  defects. 
She  has,  also,  truth  of  intonation,  which  can  even  make  us  forgive  her 
shrill  upper  notes  and  redundance  of  embellishment. 

The  trumpery  wakz  air,  which  is  tbe  finale  to  this  opera,  ensliled 
Malibran  to  make  a  screeching  UHibhling  (not  warbling)  shake  on  C  in 
ail.t  which  lour  de  force,  in  the  worst  possible  teste,  always  filled  with 
delight  the  pot-boys  and  other  diiettanii,  who  ** direct  the  storm”  of 
applause  in  English  operas.  Mrs  Wood  was  here  in  a  dilemma,  vhat 
could  she  do  ?  To  shake  or  not  to  shake,  that’s  the  question.  Not  to 
shake  was  to  allow  a  doubt  of  incapability  to  be  raised  by  **  damned 
good-natured  friends;**  to  shake  was  to  copy  a  very  curious  freak  of  the 
late  Madame  Malibran.  are  happy  to  record  that  our  country¬ 

woman  supported  the  dignity  of  the  nation;  or,  as  the  play-bills  declare, 
**  achieved  a  glorious  triumph  *\  on  this  occasion.  She  did  shake  on  C, 
and  afterwards  held  D  quite  as  clear  and  shrill  as  any  drover's  whistle. 
The  enthusiasm  of  the  cagnoicenfi  of  Drury  Lane  may  be  felt,  if  wit¬ 
nessed,  but  is  past  description.  Our  pen  is  powerleee  in  such  an  effort. 
They  encored  the  finale,  and  thus  had  the  shake  end  whistle  four  times, 
for  it  is  repeated  twice  during  the  air,  and  they  afterwards  called  for  .Mrs 
Wood  to  ascertain,  as  it  seemed  to  us,  whether  she  had  sustained  any 
injury  from  what  she  bad  been  doing. 

We  have  only  one  remark  to  make  on  this  astoaisbing  tour  de  force. 
Miss  llainfurth,  who,  as  a  vocalist,  we  admit,  can  in  no  way  pretend  to 
cope  with  Mrs  Wood,  has  a  tremendous  D  m  mtt^  and  upon  C,  we  will 
undertake  to  My,  can  shake  like  a  boatswain.  Whenever  a  new  opera  is 
produced,  for  we  must  have  novelty  to  work  on  John  Bull,  and  a  finale 
secured  wherein  a  shake  upon  D  in  alt,  may  be  perpetrated,  Miss  Rsin- 
forth  shall  shake  that  note  alternately  with  C  and  then  scream  upon  £; 
and  further,  she  shall  make  more  noise  and  as  many  wry  faces  as  either 
Malibran  or  Wood,  and  that  is  saying  a  vast  deal.  If  this  be  not  tbe 
direct  road  to  reach  the  extreme  al/.itude  of  her  profession  we  know 
nothing  of  our  English  musical  public.  Miss  Rainiorth,  therefore,  may 
be  quoted  as  looking  up  in  the  theatrical  market. 

The  cast  of  this  opera  being  the  same  as  last  season,  with  Ihe  exception 
of  Mr  Wilson  for  Mr  Templeton,  we  have  only  to  My  thst  we  were 
relieved  by  thst  event.  Mr  Phillips  and  the  trumpeter  achieved  ibeir 
usual  encore  in  the  ballad,  called  the  **  Light  of  other  Days,**  and  tbe 
band  deserve  great  praise  for  their  excellent  accompaniment  throughout 
tbe  opers. 

COVliNT  tiARDEN. 

The  drama  of  Brian  Boroikme,  written  many  yaars  ago  by  Mr  Sheri¬ 
dan  Knowles,  was  produced  here  on  Thursday.  The  ground  work  of  tbe 
drama  is  not  like  the  work  of  Mr  Knowles,  either  in  his  youth  or  msn- 
bood,  but  there  it  writing  scattered  thrutigh  it,  and  especially  in  the 
part  of  the  girl  Eriuo,  such  as  no  one  but  Mr  Knowles  could  have  pro¬ 
duced.  No  dramatic  writer,  we  will  not  except  the  dead  or  the  living, 
bas  ever  shown  himself  oap^le  of  such  koweo  and  heart  tkruett  as  tbe 
author  of  Virginiue  and  The  Hunchback. 

The  burthen  of  the  dranui  fell  ou  Mias  Faucat ;  and  she  supported  h 
extremely  well.  Her  performance  wasearneat  and  well  i^taintd.  Vi  bit 
Mr  Knowles  had  to  do  he  did  admirably,  and  Mr  Vandenboff  g*ve 
effect  to  the  Danish  veteran.  Mr  Knowlm  was  called  forward  at  tbs 
close  ;  and  be  thanked  the  audience ;  but  it  was  in  a  feeble  and  seif  re- 
proMhing  tone,  as  though  be  ftelt  be  should  beve  been  there  to  rcccivs 
their  eordiel  and  welcoming  shouts— mot  ior  Brian  Boraikme,  but  foe 
another  Firffmue,  cr  Julia,  or  GraecAut,  or  7VW.  When  will  bs  fsirly 
rouse  himself  end  give  us  another  dramatic  work  that  shall  be  worthy  of 
his  great  powers?

Thst  Beethoven’s  ninth,  or  choral,  symphony  was  written  for  the 
Philharmonic  Society  is  well  known  to  most  who  take  an  interest  in  such 
^  Iters*  but  any  doubt  that  may  exist  on  the  subject  will  be  at  once  dis- 
^led  by  an  inspection  of  the  title  to  the  score,  in  the  hand-writing  of 
Sbe  composer,  and  with  his  signature,  in  which  the  fact  Is  authenticated, 
tnd  put  beyond  the  reach  of  dispute.  The  unprecedented  length  of  the 
work  and  the  necessity  of  a  choral  as  well  as  instrumental  band  in  its 
performance,  caused  a  delay  in  iu  production  here,  so  tliat  it  was  kept 
bsek  till  the  year  1825,  when  it  was  brought  forward  at  one  of  the  concerts 
of  the  society,  but  so  imperfectly  understood  in  the  orchestra,  and  conse- 
fluently  so  little  relished  by  the  audience,  that  it  was  sentenced  to  be 
to  the  dark  shelves  from  which  it  came,  whence  it  was  never 
•gain  liberated  till  now.  Now,  luckily,  a  more  spirited  and  enterprising 
Kt  of  direotort  administer  tiie  affairs  of  this  musical  republic,  and  they 
bsTtag  resolved,  whatever  the  cost  and  trouble,  that  a  chef -d^ oeuvre  of  such 
importance  should  no  longer  continue  in  durance  vile,  to  the  shame  of 
the  poMessors  and  the  loss  of  the  public,  it  was  re-introduced  on  Monday 
Ust,  when,  under  the  favoring  circumstances  of  being  executed  by  the 
finest  bend  in  Europe,  assisted  by  a  complete  chorus,  and  under  thedirec- 
tioe  of  a  most  skilful  conductor  (Mr  Moscheles)  its  beauties  were  deve¬ 
loped,  iu  merits  appreciated,  and  it  was  received  with  that  warmth  which 
such  a  composition,  so  performed,  could  not  fail  to  excite  in  an  assembly 
consisting  so  many  real  connoisseurs  and  unaffected  lovers  of  the  art. 
Our  limits  do  not  admit  of  our  entering  into  a  critical  analysis  of  this 
iplendid  symphony,  which,  to  do  it  justice,  would  occupy  pages:  we 
can  only  say,  in  few  words,  that  whatever  a  luxuriant  but  well-regulated 
inugination,  aided  by  that  profound  knowledge  of  musical  effect  which  is 
based  OB  pbilosoptiical  principles,  could  supply,  has  been  bestowed  by 
tba  composer  on  this  last  of  his  great  orchestra  works,— a  work  which, 
we  venture  to  predict,  will,  notwithstanding  its  extent  and  difficulty,  be 
known  and  listened  to  with  admiration,  not  only  in  this  metropolis,  but 
in  every  great  town  in  the  kingdom,  ere  three  more  years  are  added  to 
its  age. 

But  much  aa  the  musical  appetite  of  the  audience  had  been  gratified  by 
the  first  act  of  the  concert,  it  was  not  palled.  Mozart’s  overture  was 
readved  with  no  less  enthusiasm  than  the  symphony,  and  vehemently  j 
encored :  M.  Labarre— unquestionably  the  first  harp-player  in  Europe 
— wasliatened  to  with  the  attention  which  so  admirable  a  performance 
demanded ;  and  Mrs  Bishop  and  MUs  Hawes  delighted  the  lovers  of 
vocal  wunic  by  the  expressive  end  lovely  duet  from  Proeerpina.  The 
cootr'alto  voice  of  the  latter — one  of  the  richest  we  ever  heard— brought 
to  our  recollection  that  of  the  divine  Grassini,  who,  with  Billington,  long 
ago  charmed  the  habituie  of  the  opera  in  this  composition.  Phillips  sang 
Dr  Croiefa’s  fine  recitative  and  song  in  a  very  splendid  manner  :  he  seemed 
to  throw  bis  whole  power  into  this  admirable  specimen  of  the  English 
tchool.  M.  Rosanhain  (who  is  juat  arrived  in  London)  is  a  superior 
pianist,  'fhe  slow  part  of  his  capriccio  is  creditable  to  his  taste  as  a 
composer ;  the  latter  portion  was,  and  justly,  thought  trivial  for  such  a 
aotteart.

Gothic  or  Elixabethan.— The  Marquis  of  LANanowKS  said  that  moj 
change  which  might  now  be  made  would  inevitably  lead  to  great  delays 
inconvenience,  and  expense. 

The  mutiny  bill,  the  marine  regulations  bill,  the  Milbank  Penitentiary 
bill,  and  the  small  debts  (Leicester)  bill  were  severally  read  a  third  time 
and  passed. 

Friday  %  April  21. 

Lord  Alyanley  moved  an  address  for  a  copy  of  lK>rd  John  Hay’s 
dispatch  to  the  Admiralty,  respecting  the  affair  at  St  Sebastian.  His 
lordship  prefaced  the  motion  by  a  speech,  in  which  he  reviewed  and  cen¬ 
sured  the  foreign  policy  adopted  by  bis  Majesty’s  ministers.  He  dep^ 
cated  the  quadruple  alliance  itself  as  a  departure  from  the  sound  maxims 
which  ought  to  govern  the  conduct  of  this  country,  and  contended  that 
ministers  had  gone  still  further  than  they  were  warranted  by  the  engage¬ 
ments  of  that  treaty.  Affer  adverting  to  the  suspension  of  the  foreign 
enlistment  act  iu  terms  of  strong  disapprobation,  his  lordship  concluded 
by  moving  for  a  copy  of  Lord  John  Hay’s  dispatch — Lord  MxLaouaKE 
had  no  wish  to  withhold  the  dispatch,  but  he  complained  that  the  noble 
lord  should  have  waited  for  a  moment  of  disaster  to  impugn  the  policy 
which  had  been  acted  on  during  the  last  two  years.  This  was  not  fair 
even  as  a  party  proceeding.  He  denied  that  interference  had  taken 
place.  Supporting  a  government  against  rebels  was  not  interference 

“  He  yet  anticipated  a  happy  and  fortunate  result,  not  only  for  Spain  bat 
for  EurojHS.  There  were  always  difficulties  and  embarrassments  to  oe  over¬ 
come  ;  but  ill  the  polic}*  which  had  been  pursued  throughout  the  country  he  saw 
nothing  which  should  induce  ministers  to  withdraw  from  power,  or  which 
should  prevent  others  from  entering  office.” 

The  Duke  of  Wellington  declared  that  he  was  hostile  all  along  to  the 
course  pursued  by  ministers  with  regard  to  Spain.  His  grace  then 
stated  his  objections  to  the  quadruple  treaty,  which  had  caused  great 
embarrassment  to  himself  when  called  upon  by  the  Queen  of  Spain  to 
carry  it  into  execution.  He  also  objected  to  the  blockade  of  her  own 
coast  by  the  Queen  of  Spain. 

If  (said  his  grace)  the  noble  lord  intended  to  adopt  the  principles 
lately  put  forth  in  a  pamphlet,— viz.,  a  combination  of  the  powers  of  the  west, 
in  an  alliance  offensive  and  defensive  against  the  powers  of  the  north,  he 
should  come  down  to  }>arliament  for  assistance  to  carry  oa  an  affair  of  that 
sort  in  the  manner  in  which  a  nation  like  Great  Britain  should  carry  it  on,  it 
could  not  be  done  by  sending  a  few  troo|>8  here  and  there,  but  by  sendiiig 
such  a  commanding  force  as  would  effect  the  object  in  view.” 

Lord  Holland  contended  that  the  quadruple  treaty  had  answered  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  intended,  by  preventing  disturbance  in  Spain 
and  preserving  the  peace  of  Europe.  He  deprecated  the  time  at  which 
this  motion  was  brought  forward,  and  declared  that  ministers  were  not 
only  determined  to  carry  the  treaty  into  full  effect,  but  even  to  consider 
whether  they  would  not  carry  it  further.— The  Earl  of  Abbrdxbk 
entered  into  a  history  of  the  quadruple  treaty,  and  pointed  out  iu  various 
particulars  the  impolicy  of  this  government  with  respect  to  its  conduol 
towards  Spain.— After  some  further  observations  from  Lords  Minto  and 
Ashburton,  the  motion  was  agreed  to. 


HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 


Monday,  April  17. 

Mr  Fazakerley  brought  up  a  sj^ial  report  from  the  select  committee 
appointed  by  the  house  to  inquire  into  the  administration  of  the  relief  of 
the  poor  under  the  orders  and  regulations  issued  by  the  coroiniasionere 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  poor  law  amendment  act ;  it  wae 
to  the  following  efiect , 

**  The  committee  have  proceeded  with  ike  investigation  commiltsd  to  them, 
and  deem  it  to  be  their  duty  to  make  this  special  report  to  the  house— that  a 
|)art  of  the  evidence  taken  before  the  coroiiiittee,  and  documents  presented  to 
the  committee,  and  which  have  not  been  retried  to  the  house,  have  apiieared 
in  the  True  Sun  newspaper  of  Friday  and  Saturday  last.” 

Mr  Fazakerley  thought  he  should  best  consult  the  convenience  of  the 
house  by  moving  that  this  report  be  printed  with  the  votes  uf  the  house^ 
and  taken  into  consideration  to-morrow.— Lord  J.  Russell  seconded  the 
motion,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Sir  K.  CoDKiNOTON  rose  and  addressed  the  house  for  the  purpose  of 
explaining  some  expressions  which  had  fallen  from  him,  regarding  Sir 
Pulteney  Malcolm,  in  the  late  debate  on  the  navy  estimates,  and  growing 
also  out  of  some  expressions  attributed  to  Sir  James  Graham  in  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  debate  given  by  the  Morniny  Poet,  and  which  Sir  Edward 
considered  offensive  to  him.  These  expressions  involved  a  charge  against 
Sir  Pulteney  that  he  had  fislied  up  some  brass  guns  from  the  wrecks  of 
the  ships  at  Navarino,  which  were  sold,  and  the  proceeds  shared  as  prise- 
money  on  board  the  Asia,  and  that  he  had  employed  ships  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  in  conveying  materials  for  building  a  house  on  speculation,  and  not 
for  my  own  residence.  Sir  Edward  read  a  correspoiidenoe  between  Sir 
Pulteney  Malcolm  and  himself,  in  which  the  above  matters  were  fully 
explained  and  placed  upon  a  proper  understanding. — In  the  course  eff 
the  discussion  it  was  moved  that  both  Sir  Edward  Codrington  and  Sir 
James  Graham  should  be  taken  into  the  custody  of  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms,  In  consequence  of  the  former  having  exhibited  a  strong  feeling, 
provoked  by  certain  expressions  of  Sir  James  Grahsm  in  the  previous 
debate.  The  motion,  however,  was  ultimately  withdrawn,  on  Sir  E. 
Codrington  oonsenting  to  let  the  matter  drop.  I’he  main  discussion 
ended  in  full  justice  being  done  to  the  charseter  of  Sir  Pulteney  Mal¬ 
colm. 

THE  BRITISH  TIIOOPB  IN  SPAIN. 

Sir  H.  Hardimob,  in  a  speech  of  much  length,  iniroduoed  his  motion 
respecting  the  warfare  now  carried  on  tn  the  north  of  Spahi.  This  war¬ 
fare  be  described  os  one  of  such  a  character  as  rendered  the  being  mised 
up  with  it  discreditable  to  Great  Britain,  and  a  source  of  eootamiiistion 
to  her  sons  compelled  to  witness  and  oven  plav  a  part  in  its  atrocities. 
The  gallant  general  censured  the  conduct  of  tM  administration  in  coun¬ 
tenancing  the  expedition  of  'General  Evans.  He  contended  that  the 
pretence  of  that  general  and  hti  l^ion  had  greatly  inereeaed  the  san¬ 
guinary  fury  of  the  war,  wbieh  the  Eliot  eonveiitioo  had  in  somo  degreo 
moderated.  The  free  poople  of  the  Basque  provinces,  upon  whom  Sir 
Henry  bestowed  a  high  euloglum,  were  maddened  by  thesight  of  foreign  . 
iiierccnartet  on  thirHr  soil,  'niiui  bad  ministers  been  aeoessory  to  aggra¬ 
vating  the  horrors  of  wiur.  The  gallant  oMeer  then  drew  a  phitwre  of 
the  oarear  of  the  legion  s^me  its  and^  in  Spain,  dwelling  upon  Me  Mif.

arms  have  been  steeped  to  the  shoulders  in  the  blocra  of  your  countrvmen-i-oot 
in  the  fields  of  honourable  combat  slain,  but  when  the  heat  of  battle  had 
paaaed,  and  its  sweat  had  been  wiped  away — savagely  and  deliberately  mor. 
dered  ?  Their  bones  are  bleaching  on  the  Pyrenean  snow— .their  blood  cries 
out ;  and  shall  we,  entrusted  as  we  are  by  the  British  people  with  the  care  of 
the  dignity,  the  honour,  and  the  just  vengeance  of  our  countiy— shall  we,  in. 
atead  of  flying  at  once  to  arms,  facilitate  the  ascent  to  the  throne  of  Spain  of 
the  guilty  man  by  whom  these  outrages  upon  every  law,  divine  and  ouman, 
have  been  committed  ?  Never  !  ** 

Sir  J.  Ellky  closed  the  debate.

ADJOURNED  DEBATE  ON  SPANISH  AFFAIRS. 

Mr  Otwat  Cave  led  the  way  in  the  adjourned  debate  on  this  subject. 
He  waa  hostile  to  the  motion.  The  most  important  part  of  his  speech 
was  the  reading  of  a  letter  written*by  General  Shaw,  in  which  that  officer, 
though  professing  himself  no  friend  to  General  Evans,  exculpated  him 
from  the  charges  involved  in  Sir  Henry  Hardinge's  speech. ~ Sir  H. 
Hardiwge  rose  to  offer  some  explanations,  which  led  to  an  irrelevant 
discussion,  and  to  a  collision  between  Sir  Henry  and  Mr  Barron ;  the 
words  **  presumptuous*'  and  **  impertinent”  being  respectively  applied  be¬ 
tween  the  parties.  This  matter  having  been  made  up.  Captain  IIoldbio 
defended  the  character  of  Major  Richardson,  upon  whose  authority  some 
statements  prejudicial  to  General  Evans  and  the  Legion  had  been  maae. 
llie  gallant  member  reproached  the  ministry  with  unduly  clinging  to 
office. — Mr  Koxbuck  addressed  the  house  in  an  elaborate  speech  ;  the 
object  of  which  was  to  deprecate  interference  in  the  affairs  of  foreign 
nations,  under  any  pretext  or  apology  whatsoever.— Mr  Cutlae  Fesgus- 
SON  vindicated  the  government  from  the  insinuations  of  the  last  speaker. 
Speak in^g  to  the  question,  he  observed — 

**  What  would  be  the  consequence  of  Great  Britain’s  not  continuing  the  liiM 
of  conduct  she  had  hitherto  adopted  ?  The  only  result  would  be  to  place  Spain 
in  a  worse  position  with  regard  to  cooperation  from  this  country  than  she 
atood  in  in  regard  to  France.  In  England  men  would  be  prohibited  from  join¬ 
ing  in  the  service  of  the  Spanish  government,  whilat  in  France  they  were  still 
permitted  to  do  so  if  they  chose.  With  respect  to  the  Legioi^  he  must  say 
a  few  words  in  defence  of  them  aho,  from  the  unkind  observations  which  had 
been  preferred  against  them.  It  waa  alleged  of  them,  that  having  no  national 
interest  in  the  cause  of  quarre4  they  had  sold  their  persona  and  their  swords 
for  mere  mercenary  conaiderationa.  Now,  for  his  part  he  must  say,  both  of 
officers  and  men,  that  if  they  engaged,  heart  and  hand,  in  the  cause 
of  a  foreign  |)ower,  which  they  considered  to  be  a  good  one,  im  one 
had  a  right  to  blame  them.  If  the  house  were  to  *dopt  the  motion  vrhich  had 
been  proposed  to  them,  they  wonld  be  attaching  to  England  the  disgrace  of

Sir  a  Cannimo  followed  in  the  same  strain,  and  concluded  by  seconding 

Sir  Henry's  motion _ Lord  Liveson  justified  the  policy  of  the  government 

in  holding  a  course  which  insured  us  the  future  gratitude  of  Spain.  In 
allusion  to  the  employment  of  the  British  marines,  ht  observed  that  he 
thought  the  real  motive  with  some  people,  for  wbbing  them  withdrawn, 
waa  the  efficiency  of  their  services.— Lord  F.  Egieton,  in  support  of  the 
tnocioo,  sought  to  fix  on  the  Foreign  Secretary  a  departure  from  the  po¬ 
licy  of  Mr  Canning,  as  also  the  bolding  of  opinions  on  the  constitution 
of  Spain  different  to  thoat  ba  formerly  expreased. — Mr  O'Connkll  was 
the  only  apaakar  of  iroportunca  who  fullowed  in  the  debate.  He  defen'^ed 
General  Evans  and  the  legion  in  spirited  terms;  and,  in  answer  to  what 
had  fallen  from  Sir  11.  Hardinga,  as  to  the  legion  being  practised  in 
barbarities  unknown  to  British  arms,  he  administered  several  reroem- 
hraoaera,  drawn  from  Badajot,  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  Buenos  Ayres,  to 
the  gallant  officer.— licbate  adjourned.

AAer  the  presentation  of  a  great  number  of  petitions  upon  diflTerent 
subjects,  Mr  Ewaet  gave  notice  that  on  going  into  committee  on  the 
capital  punishments  htll  he  should  move  an  instruction  to  the  committee 
to  abolish  the  punishment  of  death  in  all  caacs excepting  thove  of  murder. 

Mr  A.  Taxvoa  complained  that  he  bad  been  charged  31,  posuge  on  a 
petition  which  had  been  sent  to  him  ;  and  Mr  Labouchere  staled  that 
ha  btliaved  lha  general  regulation  of  the  Post- Office  to  he,  that  any  peti¬ 
tion  would  go  free  if  sent  with  the  ends  of  the  envelopes  open.  He 
should,’  however,  inquire  into  the  matter. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr  A.  Taxvoa,  who  inquired  when  the 
measure  regarding  church  rates  was  to  come  on.  Lord  J.  Russell  said 
that  as  soon  as  he  could  get  a  day  be  wished  to  bring  on  the  consideration 
of  the  resolutions  respecting  Canada,  and  that  after  they  were  reported 
the  house  should  proceed  with  the  Irish  poor  relief  bill,  that  thvn  the 
Soofrh  business  should  he  advanced,  and  after  that  he  was  in  hopes  he 
should  be  enabled  to  bring  on  the  question  of  church  rates. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr  David  Roche,  Lord  MoarxTH  stated 
that  a  measure  for  the  security  of  money  in  the  hands  of  treasurers  of 
counties  in  Ireland  was  under  consideration. 

Lord  J.  Russell  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  house  a  breach  of 
the  privileges  of  parliament,  which  had  been  committed  in  the  publica. 
tion  in  the  Trat  Sun  newspaper  of  some  of  the  evidence  and  part  of  the 
documents  produced  before  the  committee  on  the  new  poor  laws,  before 
they  bad  been  presented  to  the  house— Mr  D.  W.  Haevet  having 
avovred  himself  the  proprietor  of  the  newspaper  in  question,  and  declared 
himaelf  responsible  for  its  contents,  lx>rd  J.  Russell  adjourned  the  ques¬ 
tion  till  Tliursday,  in  order  that  members  might  make  up  their  minds  av 
to  the  propriety  of  the  course  he  would  then  propose.  He  would  then 
move— 

**  That  accordii^  to  the  undoubted  privileges  of  the  bonae,  and  in  order  to 
nfford  dae  prutection  to  the  public  interests,  evidence  taken  before  any  select 
oumniitlee,  and  the  documents  submitted  to  such  committee,  thev  not  being

.\  slmrt  diveusvion  took  place  as  to  the  course  to  be  taken  in  regard  to 
the  motions  fur  the  repeal  of  the  septennial  act,  which  Mr  W.  Williams 
and  Mr  T.  D  Kyncourt  had  on  the  order  botik,  and  which  properly  had 
the  precedence  of  the  adjourned  debate  on  the  affairs  of  Spain,  ft  was 
ultimately  agreed  that  the  debate  on  tbo  septennial  act  sliould  be  taken 
on  the  8th  of  .May.

Mr  Mai  i.bam  covnmeneed  his  speech  in  favour  (A  the  motion  before 
the  house,  by  celling  u|>on  the  neble  Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs  to  say 
what  had  become  of  all  the  anticipations  with  which  be  had  formerly 
amused  the  house.  He  begged  to  ask  whether  the  present  aspect  of  af¬ 
fairs  rualteed  tlie  noble  lord's  prophecies?  The  noble  lord  had  said  that 
the  iniereat  of  England  that  Spain  should  be  independent,  in  order 
that  she  roig lit  be  an  element  in  the  Glance  of  power.  To  that  end  it 
was  nceeesary  that  she  sliould  receive  the  benefits  of  the  constitution 
which  Maitinet  de  la  Rosa  bad  endeavouied  to  secure  for  her.  The  es. 
tatulo  real  of  Martinet  de  la  Kota  no  longer  exieted— was  the  noble  se¬ 
cretary  still  able  to  hold  the  same  language  ?  The  bon.  gentleman  then 
anio^varted  off  the  course  of  affairs  with  the  British  legion  since  iu 
labdtng  in  Spain.— Mr  H.  OoLwaa  ansvrerad  Mr  Maclean  in  an  dfixtiva 
spaeoh,  which  was  very  favourably  raeaivad,  and  in  which  he  compli. 
menled  the  gentlemen  opposite  on  having  at  Inst  found  an  opportunity 
of  ericbrating  their  aouutryaMo'a  defeat.  Somo  of  bia  oheervationa  to 
Sir  Henry  Hardingu  vrera  not  quite  approved  of  by  that  gallant  geotio- 
mao.  of  whom  he  spoke  rospeetfully,  but  to  whom  he  said  firmly  that 
neither  the  aouniry  nor  iha  atmv  would  aooaldar  it  generous  to  inflict  a 
wanad  an  tha  ropuialkin  of  hia  Amner  military  aamsiafis.  by  demanding 
their  reoal  from  the  Queen's  tervloa  hnmediateiy  after  a  difm,  at  a  lime 
whan  anah  a  leael  must  be  nmal  palnlbl  lo  tham  aa  offlaeta,  and  likely  to 
iaflict  diaetedii,  if  not  dbyraeni  ngnn  their  reputation.— Sir  R.  Uglm 
enpportad  iha  mutfon,  and  Mr  Wsaa  spoke  sffleiantly  anaioel  it.  — L^rd 
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^ .1^  aarinM  to  march  half  a  mile  farther  inland,  but  it*  decUion 
tflow  tn*^  ^  whole  world.

Tbe  advices  from  Spain  are  most  barren  of  events.  In  the  Cortes  a 
disposition  to  press  upon  the  executive  the  necessity  of  doing  more  to 
bring  the  war  to  a  termination  was  manifested.  It  was  rumoured  that  a 
number  of  deputies  intended  to  move  a  resolution  to  the  following 
effect: — **  The  Ministry, .having  lost  all  moral  force,  it  is  indispensable 
that  a  new  Cabinet  be  chosen  from  the  minority  of  the  Cortea.** 

The  Paris  papers  allude  to  a  circumstance  of  some  importance,  as  it 
may  effect  the  Carlist  movements.  They  advert  to  a  paragraph  from 
the  Seniinelle  de$  Pyrtnntet  of  the  11th  instant,  **  confirming,”  they  say, 
**  a  fact  which  we  have  announced,  viz — the  arrival  of  important  sums 
at  the  head-quarters  of  the  Pretender.  Last  week  (says  that  journal)  a 
million  in  gold  passed  the  frontier.” 

We  learn  from  Bayonne  of  the  ISth  instant,  that  the  main  army  of  tbe 
Carlists  was  concentrated  within  a  range  of  six  or  seven  leagues  round 
Tolosa,  where  the  Infante  Don  Sebastian  still  had  his  head-quarters  on 
the  lOth.  General  Guibelalde,  who  had  been  lying  ill  at  Villabona 
during  the  last  month,  had  so  far  recovered  as  to  be  able  to  resume  the 
command  of  the  Carlist  forces  at  Hernani.  Letters  from  St  Sebastian 
announce  that  the  mortality  has  been  of  late  considerable  among  the 
wounded  in  the  hospitals  of  that  town,  300  of  whom  are  said  to  have  died 
since  the  16th  ult.  From  tbe  latter  place  we  have  also  an  account  of 
the  termination  of  a  court-martial,  held  to  try  Major  and  Brevet  Lieut.- 
Colonel  P.  Fitzgerald,  for  shameful  conduct  before  the  enemy  during 
the  action  of  the  16th  instant,  in  having  been  one  of  the  first  to  retreat 
without  attempting  to  rally  the  4th  regiment,  of  which  he  was  in  tem¬ 
porary  command  ;  and  also  for  having  misconducted  himself  before 
the  enemy  during  the  action  of  the  15th  instant.  Tlie  court-martial 
found  the  Colonel  guilty  on  the  first  charge,  hut  without  imputation  on 
his  personal  courage.  Upon  the  second  they  found  him  partially  guilty. 
The  sentence  of  the  court  was  that  the  Colonel  should  be  cashier^,  but 
they  recommended  him  to  the  General's  clemency  ;  upon  which  bt  waa 
relieved  from  arrest  and  placed  on  the  retired  list. 

An  evening  contemporary  (  TVie  Courier)  published  on  F'riday  evening 
a  letter  from  St  Seliastian,  conveying  the  distressing  intelligence  that 
two  gentlemen  connected  with  the  London  press  had  been  seized  by  the 
Carlists,  and,  being  Englishmen,  were  of  course  butchered.  This 
is  dated  the  14th.  Another  letter  from  St  Sebastian  of  the  same  date 
is  in  town,  hut  makes  no  mention  of  the  circumstance.  A  third  says, 
that  the  two  gentlemen  alluded  to  had  been  arrested  by  the  Carlists,  but 
goes  no  furfher.  There  are  grounds,  therefore,  for  doubting  the  truth 
of  that  new  barliarity.  The  sufferers,  if  sufferers  there  be,  are  the 
correspondents  of  the  Times  and  of  the  AforntHg’  Herald^  who,  in  their 
anxiety  to  procure  information,  had  advanced  too  far  towards  Hernani 
The  Times  is  without  information  on  the  tubjeot. 

The  New  Orleans  bulletin  of  Monday  gives  the  following  extract  from 
a  private  letter  from  an  American  gentleman  now  in  the  city  of  Mezieo, 
dated  Feb.  19,  1837; — **  This  Government  has  made  arrangementa  to 
prosecute  the  Texan  war.  General  Buatamente  is  to  take  charge  of  the 
army ;  he  leaves  here  next  week  in  company  with  Aviata  and  Filiaola, 
with  a  carte  blanche  to  raise  troops,  when  and  where  he  may  find  it 
necessary.  In  the  mean  time  General  Santa  Anna  is  looked  for  every 
hour  with  feverish  anxiety,  and  Congress  hat  finally  passed  a  resolution 
proscribing  him,  or  barring  him  from  all  civil  and  military  immunities, 
until  he  makes  a  full  and  satiafaelury  expose  of  all  hit  acts  since  the 
battle  of  San  Jacinto,  as  well  aa  hit  motives  of  going  to  Washington,  fi(c. 
The  die  I  consider  as  east,  and  you  may  look  to  the  next  arrival  from 
this  unhappy  country  with  no  ordinary  interest.” 

The  session  of  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada  closed  on  the  4tb  of 
March.  The  speech  of  his  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  in 
proroguing  the  session,  was  one  of  perfect  satisfaction.  It  acknowledges 
the  unremitting  attention  given  to  subjects  of  public  importance,  and  the 
satisfactory  results.  To  the  House  of  Assembly  tbe  Lieut.  Governor  savs— 
**  I  thank  you  for  the  promptitude  with  which  you  relieved  tbe  King's 
Government  from  the  embarrassment  it  had  been  labouring  under,  in 
consequence  of  the  supplies  for  the  public  service  having  been  withheld ; 
and  I  also  acknowledge  the  liberality  with  which  you  have  granted  the 
supplies  for  the  current  year.”  He  congratulates  both  branches  of  tbe 
L<‘gislsture  on  the  harmony  and  mutual  good  understanding  wbieb  had 
prevailed  between  them.

themselves  called  upon  to  express  their  disapprobation  of  the  late  pro- 
««dings  of  Benjamin  Hall,  Esq.,  M.  P.,  in  reference  to  the  representation 
of  this  borough,  and  earnestly  recommend  the  electors  to  discountenance 
lucb  proceedings,  as  tending  to  divide  the  Reformers,  and  endanger  the 
(•use  of  the  people.”  The  borough  of  Marylebone  is  well  represented.

fm  CoMMBBCiAL  PaBssuaE. — 'Hie  private  accounts  from  New  York 
denote  the  rapid  coming  on  of  the  crisis  there  which  has  been  generally 
sniicipatcd,  but  which  does  not  3ret  appear  to  have  readied  its  height. 
Failures  on  a  large  scale  were  occurring  in  all  parts  of  the  union,  and 
the  obligations  and  debts  due  to  this  country  fast  sinking  in  consequence 
iotoa  nullity.  Some  perhaps  will  not  pay,  and  shelter  themselves  under 
the  geaersi  alarm  iu  the  refusal  to  do  so,  but  the  great  majority  appear 
to  be  precluded  from  the  means  of  payment.  Neither  bills  nor  produce 
would  St  the  date  of  these  accounts  answer  the  purpose  of  a  remittance, 
and  specie  was  not  .by  any  means  whatever  to  be  obtained  in  a  sufficient 
amount.  Among  the  failures  mentioned  in  the  New  York  papers  are 
those  of  “  Phillips,  of  Philadelphia,  agents  of  the  Rothschilds,  and  a  large 
New  York  house  in  the  furrier  business.”  The  postscript  of  a  letter  from 
New  York,  dated  March  24,  says  that  it  is  calculated  that  the  obligations 
of  Josephs'  bouse  amount  to  11,000.000  dollars ;  that  there  had  been  ap- 
plicatioas  to  the  Government  for 'assistance,  and  that  it  had  been  most 
explicitly  refused.— Prsefoy 'a  TVmea.— It  appears  that  the  amountsowing 
by  the  houses  which  have  failed  lately  in  New  Orleans,  New  York,  and 
^iladelphia,  will  amount  to  little  short  of  80  millions  of  dollars ;  but 
we  are  happy  to  learn  that  hardly  any  part  of  it  it  due  to  English  creditors, 
consequently  it  has  not  caused  any  apprehension  for  the  consequences 
here,  beyond  the  fear  of  what  may  happen  indirectly  from  the  effect  in 
Anerica.  As  a  proof  that  the  American  houses  here  still  possess  great 
resources,  we  may  mention  that  yesterday  bills  on  them  fell  due  to  tlie 
extent  of  about  six  hundred  thousand  pounds,  and  were  all  punctually 
paid.  So  mucli  as  three  hundred  thousand  pounds  was  paid  in  tliis 
Bwnner  at  one  bankiag.house  (Messrs  Glyn  and  Co.)  The  Bank  of 
England  encashed  of  their  paper  about  one  buildred  and  fifteen  thousand 
pounds.  We  hope  the  knowledge  of  these  facts  may  tend  in  aomc  mea¬ 
sure  to  counterbalance  the  ill-oflRfcts  of  the  disasters  in  America. —  Globe,

Result  or  the  Rochdale  Election. — Tlie  Rochdale  election  ter¬ 
minated  on  Tuesday,  by  the  retirement  of  the  Conservative  candidate, 
after  it  became  evident  that  his  success  was  hopeless.  The  late  member, 
Mr  Entwistle,  was  a  Tory.  'This,  following  closely  on  Warwick,  will 
serve  to  rectify  the  Tory  notions  as  to  their  popularity.  At  the  time 
the  defeated  candidate  withdrew  his  pretensions,  the  numbers  were-— 
Fenton  883,  Koyds  380 ;  majority  44. 

DisTuasAMCBs  at  Makchbstek.— The  effects  of  the  emb.^rrassinenta 
in  which  so  many  great  commercial  houses  have  been  recently  involved 
in  this  neighbourhood  are,  unhappily,  extending  rapidly  to  the  labouring 
classes.  A  great  number  of  hands 'have  been  entirely  thrown  out  of 
employ,  and  a  still  greater  number  can  only  obtain  s  miserably  limited 
pittance,  arising  from  two  or  three  days  of  ill-paid  work  per  week.  Ju 
the  course  of  Tuesday  a  good  deal  of  excitement  prevailed  auKiug  those 
unfortunate  men,  and  in  the  afternoon  about  one  hundred  of  them  formed 
a  procession,  and  made  their  way  towards  the  centre  of  the  town,  pre^ 
ceded  by  a  man  bearing  a  pole,  to  which  were  affixed  two  loaves,  to  in¬ 
dicate  the  nature  of  their  want.  'Their  numbers  speedily  accumulated, 
until  they  amounted  to  between  two  and  three  hundred  ;  and,  as  they 
went  along,  parties  of  them  entered  the  provision  shops,  and  obtained,  by 
intimidation,  supplies  of  bread  or  money,  threatening  violence  if  refused. 
In  the  evening  they  dispersed  ;  hut  great  numbers  again  assenabled  this 
morning,  but  have  been  induced  to  refrain  from  violence  by  the  advice  of 
some  gentlemen  who  addre^d  them,  and  a  deputation  was  appointed 
from  them  to  wait  upon  the  boroughreeve  and  constables  with  a  me¬ 
morial,  stating  the  distressed  situation  in  which  many  thousands  of  them 
were  placed,  and  entreating  tliat  a  public  meeting  might  be  called,  that 
the  gentlemen  of  the  town  might  take  their  case  into  consideration.  — 
Advices  from  Manchester,  written  on  Thursday,  say  that  the  dia- 
turbances  were  renewed  on  the  preceding  day.  Detachmenta  from  the 
mob  entered  a  number  of  shops  in  their  progress,  and  demanded  relief 
tfi  money  or  provisions.  'The  dread  of  violence  in  moat  instances  in. 
duced  compliance  with  the  demand ;  but  if  the  compulsory  jp/l  were 
not  satisfactory  to  the  recipients,  they  insolently  assured  the  party  that 
their  shop  should  be  marked  for  pillage  — that  it  should  shortly  be 
stripped  of  everything  it  contained.  'The  terror  produced  by  these 
threats  was  so  great  that  jn  great  number  of  shops  in  all  parts  of  the 
town  were  entirely  closed ;  and  in  the  neighbourhoods  in  which  this 
system  of  hare-faced  plunder  was  practised,  scarcely  a  aliop  was  to  be 
seen  open  at  noon  yesterday.” 

'Thb  EcLiraa.  — 'The  moon  was  partially  eclipsed  at  ofty  minutes  past 
six  on  Thursday  evening,  attained  its  greatest  olisourity  at  forty-two 
minutes  past  eight,  and  came  into  the  last  eontaot  with  the  dark  shadow 
at  thirty-three  minutes  past  ten,  having  been  totally  olweured  one  hour 
and  a  half.  As,  according  to  the  laws  of  nature,  it  is  imperative  that  the 
earth  should  be  between  the  sun  and  the  moon  Jii  order  to  occasion  an* 
eclipse,  the  sun  ought  then  to  have  been  below  the  horizon,  but  in  coate- 
quence  of  the  refraction  of  the  earth’aaimuephcre,  the  remarkable  plump- 
menun  of  tlie  sun  remaining  in  the  western  horiaun  while  the  moon  rota 
eclipsed  in  the  eastern,  was  yesterday  distinctly  seen.

Accident  in  High  Life. — An  accident  occurred' on  Mondsv  night 
which  was  nearly  seriously  injuring  M.  de  Bourqiieney,  the  Charge  d’Afbirm 
of  France,  and  which  we  are  sorry  to  hear  has  placed  the  life  of  another  di. 
plomate  in  great  peril.  M.  de  Bourqueney  and  his  companion,  M.  Michel 
Chevalier,  were  returning  home  in  their  carria^  at  one  o'clock  in  the  rooruisg 
from  the  debate  on  Sir  H.  Hardinge's  motion,  when,  at  Charing  cross,  the  hones 
became  restive  and  anroanageable,  and  the  coachman  loet  the  hold  of  his  reins. 
Whilst  the  horses  were  furiously  careermg  along  the  gentlemen  bt  down  the 
steps  of  the  carrbge  and  leaped  out.  M.  de  Bourqueney,  although  his  clothes 
were  nearly  torn  off  his  back,  escaped  with  only  some  revere  contusions;  but 
M.  Michel  Chevalier,  his  companion,  fell  on  his  head  :  he  has  experienced  s 
severe  concussion  of  the  brain.  Ke  was  carried  to  Manchester  House,  where 
M.  Beliinaye,  the  medical  attendant  of  the  Embassy,  was  sent  for,  and  all 
poesible  measnres  weie  resorted  to.  He,  however,  still  remains  in  a  state  nf 
insensibility  and  of  danger,  which  do  not  allow  of  his  being  removed  to  his 
own  residence.  M.  Michel  Chevalier  U  on  an  important  specbl  mission  to 
England,  and  has  only  arrived  three  days  in  London.  He  e^ys  in  France 
the  highest  reputation  both  as  a  poliiicar  writer  and  as  a  mathematician  and 
an  engineer. 

Suspicious  Death  in  Hyde  Park.. — Considerable  excitement  has  been 
created  by  the  discovery,  on  Sunday  morning,  of  the  body  of  a  man  of  gentle* 
manly  ap|)earance,  about  fifty  years  of  age,  with  his  throat  cut  from  ear  to  ear, 
iu  Hyde  park.  It  appears  that  between  six  and  seven  o'clock  on  that  morning, 
as  Everett,  one  of  tne  gate-keepers  of  Kensington  gardens,  came  on  duty,  he 
was  informed  by  a  labouring  man  that  a  gentleman  was  lying  dead  near  the 
magazine,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Serpentine.  He  immediately  proceeded  to 
the  spot,  when  he  discovered  the  unfortunate  man  lying  on  his  right  side,  with 
his  throat  cut  from  ear  to  ear.  His  coat,  waistcoat,  and  hat  were  lyiojt  bj 
his  side.  The  body^was  carried  to  St  George's  workhouse,  where  it  awaits  a 
coroner's  intjuest.  No  property  or  pa|)er8  of  any  description  likely  to  lead  to 
the  identification  of  the  body  were  discovered. 

Robbery  at  Admiral  Haroood's  — Friday  a  daring  and  very  mysteri* 
one  robbery  was^coromitted  at  the  residence  of  Admiral  Sir  W.  Hargood, 
Royal  Crescent,  when  jewels  to  the  value  of  150/.  and  upwards,  belonging  to 
Lady  Hargood,  were  carried  off.  The  robbery  was  committed  between  niro 
and  ten  in  the  evening,  and  her  ladyship,  who  was  up  stairs,  heard  a  noise, 
but  before  she  could  give  an  alarm  the  thieves  bad  decamped,  locking  the 
door  and  taking  the  key  with  them.  From  the  circumstance  of  a  pane  of  glaw 
being  broken,  it  is  supposed  that  the  thieves  effected  their  entrance  into  tfa 
house  through  the  garret  window.  Sir  W.  Hargood  was  on  the  eve  of  his 
departure  for  London,  for  the  purpose  of  being  present  at  the  grand  investhare 
of  the  order  of  the  Bath,  the  King's  levee,  &c.  &c.  The  police  were  called  is, 
but  too  late  to  trace  the  thieves.  There  is  no  description  of  robbery  which 
has  been  more  successful  of  late  years,  both  in  the  amount  of  booty  and  in  the 
escapement  of  detection,  than  the  stealing  of  jewels  in  private  houses.  The 
thieves,  in  many  instances,  have  gone  direct  to  the  very  room,  and  thence  to 
the  vei^  box  or  drawer  which  contained  them,  without  ever  touching  any 
other  kind  of  property. — Baik  Herald, 

Kinosrridoe^Four  Men  Drowned. — A  melancholy  catastroplie 
occurred  on  the  night  of  the  4th  insL,  in  Kiogsbridge  river,  nearly  in  front  of 
the  Port  of  Saicombe.

The  papers  of  the  week  have  been  filled  with  farther  particniars  of  the  **  life 
aiMlconvemlion  of  this  ieteresting,  because  enormous  malefactor ."  Books  of  his 
lifa  have  been  published,  and  prints  of  h»  person  and  of  that  of  his  nnhsf^y  para- 
mear  Gale  occupy  the  frtadowt^  thecheap  booksellers*  shops.  Nay,  so  iminode* 
rale  ie  suoRoaed  to  bt  the  public  appetite  for  information  on  the  subject  of  his 
irima.  th^ ***  Kava  saen  a  portrait  of  one  of  the  witnesses,  who  is  handed 
dawn  to  the  kaowledge  of  posterity  as  **  the  man  that  fonnd  the  head."  We 
will  |me  m  brief  soere  of  tne  reports  and  statements  afloat.^  It  will  be  recol- 
that  Greenacre  said  he  knocked  down  Mrs  Brown  with  a  silk  roller  or 
relliag  pin,  and  Gale  said  that  no  such  implement  was  about  the  house. 
Greenacre  nMeta  this  by  saying  that  it  was  a  part  of  Mrs  Brown's  property, 
having  been  broaght  to  hia  house  with  the  boxes. 

A  stateawnt  parportiog  to  be  written  by  Greenacre  repeats  in  substance 
the  matter  of  the  coafcasioa  we  inserted  last  week.  At  the  end  of  this  he 
tnkes  a  good  deal  of  pains  to  exculpate  Gale  from  any  suspicion  of  sharing  in 
hie  gailt.  She  spmks  of  a  conversation  taking  place  between  Gale  and  him 
on  tha  **Kdgaware  road  Murder"  appearing  in  the  iwpers,  when  she  ex* 


preoaed  her  belief  that  .Mra  Brown  was  the  murdered  woman,  as  she  had  not 
ooaM  to  claim  her  property.  He  however  diverted  from  her  mind,  as  he  says, 
my  idea  of  his  own  guilL  He  takes,  in  this  writing,  a  great  deal  of  pains  to 
shew  that,  tuasidenag  tha  circumstances  under  which  the  murder  took  place, 
no  well  ae  the  freaxied  stale  of  mind  w  hich  drove  him  to  such  a  strange  mode 
of  dispoeiag  of  the  body,  that  he  could  not  have  premeditated  the  bloody 
deed. 

Scarcely  was  the  blood  of  liis  victim  cold  before  James  Greenacre  contero* 
plated  forming  enother  matrimonial  alliance.  On  the  2Srd  ol*  January  last, 
Vimt  a  month  wer  the  murder  and  mutiiatioo  of  the  unfortunate  Mrs  Hannah 
Brawn,  he  isenrted  aa  advertisement  in  the  Timea,  of

Among  the  anawera  to  this  waa  one  from  a  female  of  respectability  with 
some  IHue  property.  After  a  few  interviews,  Greenacre,  with  hia  wonted 
ernft,  aew  that  n  matrimonial  connection  with  this  female  would  suit  him ;  be 
accordingly  determined,  nitliout  delay,  to  make  her  an  offer  of  his  hand,  which 
he  did  in  a  moat  apneions  letter,  written  fro  Setnrday,  the  4th  of  February 
Inal,  the  very  day  on  which  the  inquest  was  held  no  tiie  limbe  of  hit  murdered 
victhn.  and  pruhnhly  at  the  very  moment  while  it  waa  aitling. 

Notning  can  more  clearly  show  tiro  character  of  Greenacre  than  the  fact 
that  at  the  very  monmnt  he  wrote  that  letter  not  only  wne  he  cohabiting  with 
hia  feMow*convict,  Sarah  Gale,  but  was  then  and  is  now  a  married  roan,  having 
left  hie  Ibnrth  •  yo«mg  woman  of  considerable  peraonal  attraetkros,  behind 
him  in  Amei icn.  Fortunately  this  new  victim  escaped  hia  toils. 

It  has  been  nacettamed  that  a  number  of  boxaa,  the  propeity  of  Greeuacre, 
have  baen  carried  to  America  by  the  Mediator^  Capt.  Tanner,  which  sei'ed 
oa  tha  Bkh  nllinm,  la  which  ^lip  he  bad  inleoded  to  have  embarked.  Certain 
forts  have  been  unfolded,  which  went  to  raise  a  suspicion  that  Greenacre  had 
haan  aecaeaory  to  the  making  away  with  a  child  of  Gale's,  which  disappeared 
nnaccounteUy  inunediately  after  its  birth.  Amongst  other  remarkable  things 
told  of  Greeaacra,  it  has  bsna  said  that  be  was  one  of  the  Cato  street  c<«s^* 
rntora,  aad  saccaeded  ia  escaping  from  the  loft  on  the  entry  of  the  oAcers.
